REMARES. 


We do not claim absolute perfection for any of our schools, 
Some of our schools have been as near a perfect standard as 
is possible for a common district school to attain, while none 
have been without some merit. : ; 

Our present school system has been generously commented 
upon through the school report in years past, and no suggest- 
ions in regard to it will be offered in this report. 

We wish to make special mention of two cases where the 
children under the present system are subject to some hardship 
in getting to school. We refer to the children of S. E. Follan- 
sbee and John Eastman, Montcalm district, where they travel 
six miles each day to get to school, and their attendence shows 
an absence of only two days in each term of ten weeks. 

We commend their perseverance and faithfulness to those 
pupils more favorably situated. It is a fact apparent to every 
one acquainted with our schools that a greater uniformity of 
scholarship exsists in our schools to-day than five years ago, 
for the law is impartial in the distribution of its school privi- 
leges, and no scholar to our knowledge has been intentionally 
without his share of schooling. 

Our schools are accomplishing much, and much more may 
be achieved of parents, citizens and all who have an interest in 
education will remember that education is the unit upon which 
we build the wealth and prosperity of our town. 

We have been liberally supported by the citizens of the 
district in the discharge of our duties, to all whom we extend 
our thanks.
